In  January  1931  a  group  of  thirty  women  Physical  Education  teachers  met  at 
Muncie  to  discuss  ways  and  means  of  improving  the  physical  education  and  extra 
curricular  activities  program  for  high  school  girls.   The  league  formed  was  called 
the  Indiana  League  of  High  School  Girls'  Athletic  Association. 

The  object  of  the  league  is  to  stimulate  participation  of  girls'  athletics 
and  to  promote  ideals  of  health  and  sportsmanship. 

Lancaster  High  School  Joined  the  organization  a  number  of  years  ago.   This
